Public notices, or legal ad 
vertising appear in the Herald 
and other newspapers regular 
ly, as provided under the laws 
of all of the states. These 
notices are a part of the basic 
right of the people to know 
what their government does 
with tax money under the 
American system.

To help our readers better 
understand this right, a series 
of "Little Chats on Public 
Notice" wiy appear in this 
newspaper each week, starting 
today. They were written by 
James K. Pollard, director of 
lh« School of Journalism, Ohio 
Stale University, from 1934 to 
1958, who is a student of news­ 
paper law. He also has been a 
news and editorial writer for 
newspapers.

rOLLAHD HAS done much 
research and wrijing on this 
particular subject over a long 
period. In 11)38 his pamphlet 
on "Public Notice or Service by 

tfiiblication in History, Law 
Procedure" was published.

Chats" appeared in 1941, and 
a second series in 1943. Both 
series were published by news­ 
papers in Ohio and many other 
states.

Pollard also was author or 
editor of "Ohio Newspapers 
and the Law" (1956), a compi­ 
lation of "Laws of the 48 
States" defining "newspaper," 
"open meetings," and "public 
records" (1957), and "News­ 
paper Laws of Ohio" (1937) and 
"Ohio Newspaper and Publica­ 
tion Laws" (1954).

THE "LITTLE "chats" tell 
interesting facts about the im­ 
portance of public notices, 
which public officials are re­ 
quired by law to publish in or­ 
der to fully inform the public 
of acts, ordinances, rules, sale 
bids, expenditures, official re­ 
ports and other acts of govern­ 
ment that involo the spend 
ing of taxpayers' money in one 
way or another.
